“Let me say here that under the 
budget and accounting act the only 
lawful estimates are those which the 
chief executive transmits to the con­ 
gress.

Unless such 
support be given, you are not ful­ 
filling your obligations to your of­ 
fice. I trust that neither the chief 
executive nor 
the

have occasion to call your attention 
to the provisions of the budget and 
accounting act. This law must be 
observed not only in its letter but 
in its spirit. I herewith serve notice 
again as chief executive that I pro­ 
pose to protect the integrity of my 
budget. 
“We must have no carelessness in 
our dealings with public property or 
the expenditure of public money. 
Such a condition is characteristic 
either of the undeveloped people, or 
of a decadent civilian. America is 
neither. It stands out strong and 
vigorous and mature. We must have 
an administration which is marked, 
not by the inexperience of youth, or 
the futility of age, but by the char­ 
acter and ability of maturity. WTe 
have had the self control to put 
into effect the budget system, to 
live under it and in accordance 
'with it. It is an accomplishment in 


us constantly on trial. It requires us 
to demonstrate whether we are weak 
lings, or whether we have strength 
of character. It is not too much to 
say that it is a measure of the 
power and integrity of the civilian 
which we represent.

THE SOCIALIST MERCER. 
In endorsing the candidacy and platform of Robert M. 
La Follette the convention of the Socialist Party has come 
close to filing 
a„ petition 
in voluntary bankruptcy. 
The 
Socialist leaders at Cleveland who swung the convention to 
La Follette generally describe it as a gamble. 
They profess 
to see in the La Follette movement the virtual creation of that 
Labor Party which it has been the Socialist purpose to build 
up. 
But at the very least it is a case of surrendering a bird 
in the hand—and not so long ago a very fair-sized bird— 
for an extremely hypothetical bird in the bush. 
The Socialist 
Party has polled, at its height, nearly a million votes in a 
Presidential election. 
Even when badly split on the war issue 
in 1916 it polled about 600,000 votes.

Calling attention

again of our efforts to put our city 
in as sanitary condition as possible, 
it is absolutely necessary to have 
the co-operation of onr citizens. As 
the malaria and typhoid season is 
here it is imperative that we use 
every precaution to prevent the de­ 
velopment of these infections dis­ 
eases which are preventable. 
To prevent malaria it is neces­ 
sary to ke^p all weeds and high 
grass cut close to the ground, also 
all water barrels covered with a 
tight cover or kept covered with a 
light film of oil— kerosene is a cheap 
and efficient means of doing this. 
See that all holes or pools of stag­ 
nant water are drained. 
To prevent typhoid it is neces­ 
sary to destroy or remove all rub­ 
bish, garbage and manure promptly 
at least once a week so as to elimi­ 
nate the breeding places of flies. 
Keep houses well screened and use 
your fly swat, unceasingly. The ex­ 
pense of doing this is almost noth­ 
ing compared to having the dread 
disease carried by the detestible fly. 
Another 
source 
of infection 
is 
shallow well water. My experience 
since living in the City of Ada is 
that 75 percent of typhoid originat­ 
ing in Ada is directly traceable to 
the drinking of well water. If you 
must drink well water it is advis­ 
able that you boil the water before 
using it for drinking purposes. 
Special attention should be given 
to open toilets. 
They 
should 
be 
cleaned at least once a week and 
quick lime used unsparingly. 
Civic pride is a fine thing and 
should be kept in mind at all times 
but the simple rules of sanitation 
are so well known and require so 
little effort to carry out that if ev­ 
ery one will do his or her part I 
think it much more important to 


have it said that Ada is free from 
preventable disease than merely a 
beautiful place to livd. We are for­ 
tunate to have the co-operation of 
our civic clubs and I am sure our 
citizens will ’respond in a splendid 
way to our efforts to - make Ada 
a fine place to live.

WASHINGTON.— One of the larg­ 
est distributions of 
Indian# tribal 
funds in recent years was author­ 
ized today when Secretary of the 
Interior Work ordered a per capita 
payment totalling $519,975 to the 
Choctaw Indians of Oklahoma. 
There are 29,800 members of the 
Choctaws who will share equally in 
the distribution of the money 'al­ 
lotted to the tribe. Of the amount 
.to be used to make payment $273,- 
052 is in the United States treasury 
and the remainder is on deposit in 
Oklahoma banks. 
The Chocaw tribal fund has been 
accumulated through fulfillment of 
treaties, interest on Choctaw money 
who charges or collects, or attempts deposited in banks and proceeds of
